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RULES  ON  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


ADMISSION. 


1.  Candidates  for  the  Freshman  class  must  be  not  less  than  fifteen  yeare 
of  age,  must  present  testimonials  of  good  character  and  must  sustain  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  arithmetic,  geography,  grammar,  reading,  spelling 
and  penmanship;  but  any  candidate  who  is  over  eighteen  years  of  age  may, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  be  conditionally  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man class  without  examination. 

2.  Candidates  for  admission  into  any  more  advanced  class,  must  sustain 
an  examination  in  all  the  the  previous  studies  of  the  course. 

3.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  College  are  required,  before  matricu- 
lation, to  sunder  any  outside  military  ties  liable  to  conflict  with  College 
duties. 

4.  Students  from  other  colleges  must  show  a  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  or  of  honorable  standing.  They  will  receive  credit  for  studies 
pursued  in  any  college  authorized  to  confer  degrees  (so  far  as  the  two 
courses  are  equivalent),  upon  presenting  a  certificate  from  the  proper 
officer. 

5.  Each  candidate  shall  be  required  to  fill  a  blank  furnished  for  the  pur- 
pose, with  the  following  statistics:  name  in  full;  age  in  years  and  months; 
postoffice  address  including  county;  native  state;  school  last  attended;  time 
since  leaving  school;  proposed  course  of  study;  means  of  support;  proposed 
business;  name  of  some  person  as  reference;  name  and  business  of  father 
or  guardian. 

6.  The  Examining  Committee  shall  enter  upon  the  blank  of  statistics 
filled  by  each  student  the  results  of  his  examination,  and  this  paper  so  com- 
pleted shall  be  received  by  the  Secretary  as  entitling  the  candidate  to 
matriculation  and  be  placed  on  file  in  his  office  for  entry  in  the  Students' 
Record. 

7.  Full  reports  of  the  names  of  the  candidates  received  or  rejected  with 
all  conditions  and  recommendations,  shall  be  made  by  the  committee  to 
the  Faculty  and  these,  as  finally  adopted,  shall  be  spread  upon  the  Faculty 
records.  * 


2  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE  OF  MICHIGAN. 

CLASS   STANDING   AND   EXAMINATION. 

8.  A  record  of  each  class  shall  be  kept  by  the  instructor,  in  which  shall 
be  entered,  opposite  each  student's  name,  any  absence  excused  or  unex- 
cused, any  tardiness,  and  an  estimate  of  each  class  exercise,  upon  a  scale  of 
10  for  perfect. 

9.  At  or  before  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Faculty  a  report  shall  be 
made  by  each  officer  to  the  President,  of  all  unexcused  absences  from  his 
exercises  during  the  preceding  week.  Students  reported  as  absent  shall 
be  notified  by  the  President  the  same  week,  and  if  such  absences  are  still 
unexcused  at  the  next  regular  meetirg  of  the  Faculty,  they  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Faculty  for  record  as  misdemeanors  and  shall  be  recorded 
as  failures  in  making  up  the  average  of  class  exercises.  A  tardiness  shall 
be  counted  one-half  an  absence. 

10.  On  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Faculty  in  each  month,  a  report 
shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  students  failing  to  maintain  a  standing 
above  6,  the  exact  average  being  given  in -each  case. 

11.  An  examination  shall  follow  the  completion  of  each  particular  course 
of  study,  at  such  time  as  the  Faculty  may  direct;  and  any  student  who 
has  been  present  at  four-fifths  of  the  class  exercises,  and  whose  average 
class  mark  together  with  his  examination  mark  equals  or  exceeds  14  shall 
be  passed  in  that  study. 

12.  Students  present  at  less  than  four-fifths  of  the  class  exercises  in  any 
study  must  pass  a  more  extensive  examination  than  the  general  one,  with 
a  mark  of  at  least  7,  and  the  class  mark  shall  be  reported. 

13.  Students  who  have  been  absent  from,  or  have  failed  in  any  general 
examination,  may  receive  a  special  examination  in  which  a  mark  of  at  least 
7  shall  be  required  to  pass. 

14.  For  each  special  examination  the  student  shall  pay  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  give  therefor  a  receipt.  The  instructor 
shall  write  upon  the  face  of  the  receipt  his  name  and  the  date,  and  shall 
report  to  the  Secretary  upon  blanks  prepared  for  the  purpose  the  result  of 
the  examination  for  entry  on  the  Students'  Record. 

15.  No  fee  shall  be  exacted  for  entrance  examinations  for  advanced 
standing,  provided  application  for  such  examination  was  made  at  the  time 
that  the  student  entered  college,  nor  shall  a  fee  be  required  for  examina- 
tions taken  with  a  regular  class. 

16.  Students  desiring  special  examination,  in  any  study,  which  they  have 
not  pursued  with  a  class  here  may  receive  it  only  by  direction  of  the 
Faculty,  but  the  professor  of  mechanics  may  give  special  examinations  in 
shop  work  at  his  discretion. 

Students  having  to  leave  college  to  teach  school  may  be  given  a  special 
examination  at  the  time  when  the  review  begins. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  instructor  upon  discovering  that  a  student 
fails  to  pass  in  any  study,  to  notify  both  the  student  so  failing  and  the 
President;  but  the  standing  of  no  student  shall  be  divulged  before  the 

Leral  examination,  except  as  provided  in  rule  No.  10. 

18.  Willi  in  one  week  after  each  general  examination  the  instructor  shall 
repori  to  the  Faculty,  upon  blanks  prepared  for  the  purpose,  the  whole 
number  of  class  exercises,  and  opposite  the  name  of  each  student  exam- 
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mod  au  average  of  his  class  marks,  his  examination  mark  and  (if  he  has 
been  present  at  four-fifths  of  the  exercises )  the  sum  of  the  two,  the  number 
of  absences  excused  and  unexcused,  his  class  deportment  marked  upon  a 
Iflplflirf  10  for  perfect,  and  lateness  of  entering.  This  report  shall  be  filed 
in  the  Secretary's  office  and  entered  by  items  in  the  Students'  Record. 

19.  A  student  leaving  College  without  an  examination  in  studies  he  has 
pursued  during  the  term  cannot  re-enter  his  class,  except  by  special  vote  of 
the  Faculty,  until  he  has  passed  examination  in  all  but  one  of  the  studies 
he  has  pursued  with  classes  here.  A  student  absent  for  a  term  shall  enter 
those  classes  only,  to  which  he  is  admitted  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

20.  There  shall  be  recorded  against  each  student  in  the  Students'  Record 
any  vote  of  censure  or  discipline  the  Faculty  may  have  passed  upon  him, 
•or  may  have  approved. 

RANK. 

21.  Students  conditioned  in  Grammar  must  make  it  up  within  six  weeks 
•or  be  dropped  from  the  class  in  Essentials  of  English. 

22.  Students  not  in  select  courses  shall  be  catalogued  in  the  class  with 
which  they  take  two  studies  unless  the  Faculty  order  otherwise. 

23.  No  student  shall  rank  with  the  Junior  Class  who  is  deficient  in  more 
than  two  studies;  and  none  shall  rank  with  the  Senior  Class  who  is  defi- 
cient in  more  than  one  study,  except  by  special  vote  of  the  Faculty  fixing 
a  limit  of  time  within  which  such  deficiencies  shall  be  made  good. 

24.  Students  who  have  failed  to  pass  in  two  full-term  studies  or  their 
equivalent  shall  not  enter  upon  new  studies  with  their  class  until  they  have 
passed  examination  in  one  of  them,  but  may  drop  back  a  year  in  the  course 
or  leave  College,  at  their  option. 

SELECT  COURSE. 

25.  Persons  of  suitable  age  and  acquirements  who  desire  to  pursue  one 
or  more  of  the  branches  of  study  more  closely  related  to  agriculture  may 
be  admitted  to  such  select  studies  as  they  are  qualified  to  pursue,  after 
passing  the  examination-  required  to  enter  the  Freshman  year. 

26.  Any  student  desiring  to  change  from  the  regular  to  a  select  course, 
can  do  so  only  by  consent  of  the  Faculty,  and  at  the  beginning  of  a  term. 

27.  No  student  failing  in  the  regular  course  will  be  allowed  to  take  up 
studies  in  a  select  course  in  advance  of  the  class  with  which  he  failed. 

28.  Lady  students  may  substitute  for  surveying  some  equivalent  study. 

29.  Students  permanently  excused  from  drill  may  substitute  for  military 
tactics  some  equivalent  study. 

30.  Students  in  select  courses  shall  have  rhetorical  exercises  with  the 
Freshmen,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  President. 

31.  Students  not  ranked  with  the  Senior  or  Junior  Classes  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  share  in  the  public  exercises  of  those  classes. 

COMMENCEMENT    EXERCISES. 

32.  In  the  selection  of  class  orators  for  commencement  the  number  of 
speakers,  from  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  departments  respectively, 
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shall  be  proportioned  to  the  number  of  students  who  have  completed  their 
studies  up  to  the  close  of  the  fall  term  of  the  senior  year. 

33.  The  quota  of  commencement  orators  in  the  respective  departments 
stiall  be  filled  by  the  students  having  the  highest  average  of  class  and 
examination  marks  as  determined  by  the  official  record  up  to  the  close  of 
the  fall  term  of  the  senior  year.  In  case  of  a  tie  in  filling  the  quota  the 
tie  shall  by  decided  by  lot. 

34.  The  commencement  program  shall  designate  the  speaker  as  represent- 
ing the  agricultural  or  mechanical  departments  and  shall  also  state  the 
basis,  upon  which  the  speakers  are  selected. 

35.  The  speakers  shall  appear  upon  the  program  in  alphabetical  order. 


RULES  ON  GENERAL  CONDUCT. 
ABSENCE  FROM  COLLEGE. 

36.  Resident  students  shall  not  be  absent  from  College  premises  on  any 
evening  except  Friday  or  Saturday  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
President,  unless  for  a  special  occasion  the  President  has  announced  a 
general  excuse  for  all  students. 

37.  Leave  of  absence  from  College  is  to  be  obtained  of  the  President;  in 
the  absence  of  the  President,  however,  application  is  to  be  made  to  some 
other  member  of  the  Faculty  previously  designated  by  the  President. 

38.  A  leave  of  absence  from  College  shall  not  be  considered  an  excuse 
from  any  class  exercise,  or  from  work,  but  such  leave  shall  be  obtained 
beforehand  from  each  officer  in  charge  of  the  exercises  the  student  would 
lose  by  his  absence. 

39.  When  an  officer  does  not  excuse  from  his  exercises  a  student  holding 
a  leave  of  absence  from  the  President,  such  absences  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  record  of  class  standing  only,  and  shall  not  be  treated  as  misdemeanors. 

40.  Voters  are  excused,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  enable  them  to 
vote  at  any  State  or  national  election. 

41.  Students  who  are  absent  from  College  for  a  longer  time  than  was 
named  in  the  leave  of  absence  or  who  are  absent  at  the  first  of  a  term 
without  leave,  must  present  their  excuses  either  personally  or  in  writing 
to  the  Faculty. 

ASSIGNMENT   AND    CARE   OF   ROOMS. 

42.  The  assignment  of  rooms  to  students  shall  be  in  the*  control  of  the 
President. 

43.  No  student  shall  change  from  one  room  to  another  without  the 
approval  of  the  President. 

44.  A  student  will  be  declared  to  have  vacated  his  claim  to  his  room 
during  the  Winter  vacation  unless  he  renew  his  application  for  it  by  letter 
to  the  President  'luring  the  month  of  February  and  preceding  the  opening 
of  the  Spring  icrm. 
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45.  Every  student  shall  deposit  with  the  Secretary  one  dollar  and  receive 
from  him  a  receipt  therefor  and  a  key  to  the  room  assigned  him.  At  the 
close  of  the  Autumn  term  or  on  his  leaving  College  the  dollar  shall  be 
returned  to  the  student  on  his  returning  the  key  and  receipt. 

46.  At  the  close  of  the  Autumn  term,  or  whenever  a  student  leaves 
College  for  an  absence  of  more  than  a  month,  he  shall  return  his  key  to 
the  Secretary,  distinctly  marked  with  the  number  of  his  room. 

47.  Students  are  not  permitted  to  put  locks  on  the  doors  of  their  rooms, 
or  put  up  shelving,  or  drive  nails  in  the  walls,  except  under  the  supervision 
of  the  President. 

OEDEK. 

48.  It  is  expected  and  desired  that  all  students  shall  attend  the  morning 
chapel  exercises  at  which  all  official  announcements  are  made. 

49.  It  is  expected  of  every  student  that  he  will  be  a  gentleman  at  all 
times  and  places,  orderly  in  his  habits,  respecting  the  rights  of  others  and 
thus  securing  his  own;  that  he  will  attend  all  college  exercises,  and  that  he 
will  heartily  cooperate  with  the  Faculty  to  secure  the  objects  for  which  the 
College  was  established. 

50.  The  College  recognizes  the  "  Students'  Government "  as  a  part  of  the 
government  of  the  College. 

51.  The  rules  of  the  "Students'  Government,"  when  approved  by  the 
Faculty  and  announced  to  the  students,  shall  form  a  part  of  the  laws  for 
the  government  of  the  College. 

52.  The  Faculty  retain  the  authority  to  take  cognizance  in  their  discre- 
tion of  any  case  of  misdoings  brought  to  their  notice. 

53.  The  Faculty  reserve  the  right  to  resume  the  authority  granted  to  the 
Students'  Government  whenever  it  shall  fail  properly  to  perform  its 
functions,  or  to  maintain  good  order. 

54.  No  expelled  person  or  student  under  sentence  of  suspension  shall  be 
permitted  to  remain  upon  the  College  grounds. 

55.  No  societies  or  clubs  shall  be  formed  in  the  College  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  unless  a  statement  of  the  designs  of  such  associations,  the  con- 
stitutions and  rules  by  which  they  propose  to  be  governed,  and  their  hours 
of  meeting,  shall  have  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Faculty,  and  shall 
have  been  approved  by  them. 

56.  College  societies  and  clubs  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty,  and  no  change  in  their  constitution  or  hours  of  meeting 
shall  be  made  without  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 

57.  College  societies  shall  be  conducted  for  the  literary,  scientific  or 
moral  advancement  of  their  members.  If  any  society  perverts  this  basic 
idea  and  discards  literary  or  scientific  exercises  to  become  a  social  club 
instead  of  a  college  society  the  use  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  such  society 
may  be  withdrawn. 

58.  Each  society  shall  be  required  to  submit  each  term  to  the  President 
of  the  College  a  synopsis  of  their  literary  work  during  that  term. 

59.  But  one  delegate  may  be  sent  by  any  society  to  general  assemblies 
or  conventions  which  necessitate  as  much  as  a  full  week's  absence  from 
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College  duties  and  such  delegate  must  stand  above  9  in  each  of  the  studies 
of  the  term. 

60.  Class  meetings  must  not  be  held  after  6  o'clock  p.  m. 

61.  Permission  to  use  any  College  room  for  a  class  meeting  must  be 
obtained  of  the  President  of  the  College  before  the  meeting  is  called. 

62.  All  interference  by  any  student  with  a  meeting  of  any  class  except 
his  own  is  a  serious  offense. 

63.  There  shall  be  no  games,  noisy  laughter  or  boisterous  noise  on  the 
Sabbath,  but  students  shall  observe  the  quiet  and  decorum  suitable  to  the 
proper  observance  of  the  day. 

64.  No  student  shall  bring  upon  the  College  premises  or  use  any  spirit- 
uous or  intoxicating  liquors;  nor  shall  he  upon  any  pretext  visit  any 
saloon  or  place  of  dissipation. 

65.  Smoking  is  prohibited  on  the  College  campus  and  in  the  halls  and 
public  rooms  of  any  College  building;  nor  shall  tobacco  or  cigars  be  sold 
on  the  premises. 

66.  Students  shall  be  held  responsible  for  any  damage  done  to  the  rooms 
they  occupy. 

67.  No  student  shall  keep  a  pistol  in  his  room,  or  carry  concealed  weapons 
on  his  person. 

68.  No  student  shall  sell  or  keep  for  sale  in  rooms  on  the  College  premises 
anything  except  books,  stationery  and  supplies  for  athletic  sports. 

69.  Shooting  with  guns  or  pistols  on  any  part  of  the  College  grounds, 
farm  or  fields  is  prohibited,  except  under  military  orders. 

70.  Students  shall  not  play  a  game  of  ball  with  persons  who  are  not  stu- 
dents, unless  permission  to  do  so  shall  have  been  given  by  the  Faculty 
previous  to  any  challenge  given  or  accepted. 

71.  Ball  playing  of  all  kinds  shall  be  confined  to  the  parade  ground  or 
to  such  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  President. 

72.  Filling  a  lamp  with  kerosene  when  it  is  burning  or  after  dark  is  for- 
bidden. 

73.  Vocal  and  instrumental  music,  loud  talking,  play,  and  games  in  or 
about  the  buildings  are  prohibited  during  study  hours  as  given  in  the 
Catalogue. 

74.  N\  person  shall  teach  a  class  at  the  College  for  compensation  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

75.  Students  shall  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  help  employed  by  the 
boarding  clubs  except  in  so  far  as  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  taking  of 
meals  or  by  specially  assigned  duties. 
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RULES  ON  LABOR. 


70.  The  afternoon  exercises,  including  labor,  in  shop  and  elsewhere,  and 
drill  are  as  much  a  compulsory  part  of  the  course  as  are  the  morning  class 
room  exercises,  for  all  students  of  the  College,  including  those  resident  in 
Lansing  or  elsewhere. 

77.  The  Agricultural  Sophomores  shall  be  assigned  for  work  to  the 
Agricultural  Department. 

78.  The  Agricultural  Juniors  shall  be  assigned  for  work  to  the  Horticul- 
tural Department. 

79.  Seniors  during  the  last  four  weeks  preceding  their  graduation  may 
labor  or  not  as  they  may  severally  elect. 

80.  Students  in  the  Sophomore  and  Junior  classes  who  are  elected  stew- 
ards of  boarding  clubs  shall  not  for  this  reason  be  excused  from  work  on 
the  farm  or  garden. 

81.  Students  for  special  duties  shall,  unless  by  special  Faculty  vote,  be 
selected  from  the  Senior  and  Freshmen  classes,  or  Specials.  They  shall 
be  appointed  to  their  duties  by  the  President. 

82.  At  the  commencement  of  each  term  students  shall  be  assigned  by 
the  President  to  departments  for  work  during  the  term. 

83.  The  President  shall  furnish  the  various  officers  having  charge  of 
work  with  the  list  of  students  assigned  to  them,  twelve  hours  before  they 
are  to  report  for  work. 

84.  Students  shall  be  marked  in  the  several  departments  of  manual  labor 
and  in  the  military  discipline  and  drill,  for  their  attendance,  attentiveness 
and  efficiency;  and  they  shall  be  required  to  have  a  grade  of  proficiency 
for  each  prescribed  term's  labor  or  drill  in  order  to  graduate,  unless  excused 
for  cause  from  such  exercise. 

85.  The  chief  of  each  department  in  which  labor  or  drill  is  performed 
shall  furnish  a  record  of  the  markings  required  by  the  preceding  rule  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  College  who  shall  enter  them  in  the  student's  record, 

86.  Excuse  from  College  duties  on  account  of  physical  disability  will  be 
granted  only  on  the  recommendation  of  a  reputable  physician  designated 
by  the  Faculty.

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RULES  ON  THE  LIBRARY. 


CARE   OF   THE   LIBRARY. 


88.  A  record  of  books  drawn  from  the  Library  shall  include  the  name 
of  the  person  drawing,  the  title  of  the  book,  and  the  date  of  drawing  and 
of  returning. 

89.  No  loud  conversation  or  laughter  or  other  disturbance  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  Library,  and  the  general  convenience  of  readers  shall  be 
promoted  by  good  order. 

USE   OF   THE   LIBRARY. 

90.  Members  of  the  faculty,  resident  graduates,  students  and  employes 
of  the  College  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

91.  Books  of  Class  First  may  be  drawn  from  the  Library  only  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty. 

92.  Books  of  Class  Second  may  be  drawn  by  members  of  the  Faculty, 
by  students  and  by  residents. 

93.  No  persons  except  members  of  the  Faculty  are  permitted  to  have 
more  than  one  book  from  the  Library  at  one  time. 

94.  No  book  is  to  be  retained  for  a  longer  time  than  four  weeks;  but  it 
may  be  redrawn,  unless  another  person  has  previously  registered  his  name 
for  it. 

95.  The  current  number  of  a  periodical  may  not  be  removed  from  the 
Library,  and  back  numbers  may  be  drawn  only  by  members  of  the  Faculty. 

96.  Newspapers  must  not  be  removed  from  the  reading  desks,  or  the  files, 
except  under  the  direction  of  the  Librarian. 

97.  All  books  must  be  returned  to  the  Library  on  or  before  the  last 
Saturday  in  each  term. 

98.  Every  person  drawing  or  returning  books  is  required  to  fill  out  a 
blank  giving  his  name,  the  date,  and  the  title  and  volume  of  the  book. 

99.  Books  returned  are  to  be  placed  on  the  Librarian's  desk. 

100.  Students  desiring  to  carry  away  for  vacation  a  book  of  Class  Second 
may  be  allowed  to  do  so  by  the  Librarian  upo^   ^Dosit  ^  \

STUDENTS7   ORGANIZATION, 


CONSTITUTION. 

£As  amended  by  a  joint  committee  of -the  Faculty  and  Students'  organization  Nov.  7,  1890,  and  subse- 
quently accepted  and  adopted  by  both  bodies.] 

Preamble. — We,  the  students  of  the  Michigan  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  organization,  for  maintaining  our 
paper,  managing  the  Students'  Government,  and  facilitating  the  transaction 
of  any  other  business  that  may  properly  come  before  us,  do  adopt  the 
following  constitution: 

Article  I.  Name. — This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Students'  Organ- 
ization. 

Article  II.  Officers. — The  officers  of  this  organization  shall  consist 
of  a  President,  Vice  President,  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  a  legal 
board  of  six   members. 

Article  III.  Duties.- -Sec.  1.  The  duties  of  the  officers  of  this  organ- 
ization shall  be  the  same  as  the  duties  of  similar  officers  in  other 
organizations. 

Sec.  2. — The  President,  Secretary,  and  legal  board  of  this  organization 
shall  perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  the  Students'  Government. 

Article  IV.  Term  of  Office. — The  officers  shall  hold  their  office  one 
College  year,  and  shall  be  elected  on  the  Friday  preceding  the  last  Friday 
of  each  school  year. 

Article  V.  Membership. — Every  student  of  the  College,  in  honorable 
standing,  is  a  member  of  the  Students'  Organization. 

Article  VI.  Tax. — A  tax  may  at  any  time  be  levied  on  the  members 
of  the  organization  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
regularly  called  meeting. 

Article  VII.  Notice. — Public  notice  of  each  meeting  shall  be  given 
at  the  regular  morning  College  chapel  exercise,  or  in  each  of  the  clubs  at 
meal  time,  within  two  days  next  preceding  such  meeting. 

Article  VIII.  For  all  points  not  herein  named,  Cushing's  Manual 
shall  be  authority. 

Article  IX. — A  quorum  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Students'  Organization. 

Article  X.  Amendments. — Amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be 
presented  to  the  organization  in  writing;  they  shall  lie  on  the  table  for  two 
weeks,  and  shall  only  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  the  meeting. 
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STUDENTS'    GOVERNMENT. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Amended  and  ratified  November,  1890,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  constitution  of  the  Students' 

Organization. 

Article  I.  Object. — The  prime  object  shall  be  the  maintenance  of  good 
order  on  the  College  premises,  and  the  general  comfort  of  students  in  pur- 
suit of  study. 

Article  II.  Wards. — The  halls  used  as  dormitories  shall  be  desig- 
nated and  divided  as  follows: 

District  No.  1,  Williams  Hall,  divided  into  three  wards,  by  floors — Ward 
No.  1  being  the  1st  floor,  Ward  No.  2  being  the  2d  floor,  Ward  No.  3  being 
the  3d  floor. 

District  No.  2,  Wells  Hall,  divided  into  three  wards  numbered  1,  2  and 
3,  from  east  to  west. 

District  No.  3,  Abbot  Hall,  divided  into  two  wards,  by  floors — Ward  No. 
1  being  the  1st  floor,  Ward  No.  2  being  the  2d  floor. 

Article  III.  Officers. — Sec.  1.  The  President,  Secretary  and  Legal 
Board  of  the  Students'  Organization  shall  act  as  President,  Secretary  and 
Legal  Board  for  the  Students'  Government. 

Sec.  2.  Each  district  shall  elect  by  ballot,  on  the  second  Saturday  of  each 
term,  a  Captain  residing  in  the  district. 

Sec.  3.  All  of  the  above  officers  shall  be  installed  by  the  approval  of  the 
President  of  the  College.  No  student  under  censure  shall  be  eligible  to 
office. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  any  district  fail  to  elect  its  Captain  at  the  appointed 
time,  or  within  three  days  thereafter,  said  officer  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  College,  and  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Students' 
•Government. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  Captain  fails  to  maintain  good  order  in  his  district 
he  may  be  removed  by  the  President  of  the  College,  and  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Students'  Government,  and  a  new  election  ordered. 

Article  IV.  Duties  of  Officer>s. — Sec.  1.  The  President  of  the 
Students'  Government  shall  do  all  in  his  power  to  maintain  good  order  on 
the  College  premises  at  all  times;  shall  report  to  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege  all  cases  coming  to  his  knowledge  of  failure  on  the  part  of  Captains 
to  perform  their  duties;  shall  arrange  for  all  trials;  shall  act'as  judge  at  all 
trials;  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
thai  officer  and  shall  appoint  the  bonr  and  place  for  each  election  of  Cap- 
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tain,  and,  with  the  Secretary,  shall  have  immediate  charge  of  all  such 
elections. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  act  as  the  clerk  of  the  court,  shall  report  the 
result  of  all  trials  to  the  Faculty,  shall  report  the  results  of  all  elections, 
or  appointments  of  officers  to  the  Faculty  at  its  next  regular  meeting; 
shall  see  that  all  students  are  duly  notified  of  the  time  and  place  for  the 
election  of  officers  and  for  other  meetings;  shall  inform  all  officers  of  their 
election,  selection  or  appointment;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President 
shall  perform  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Captain  shall  appoint  for  each  ward  of  his  district  a  Lieu- 
tenant residing  within  the  ward. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Captain  and  Lieutenant  shall  make  it  their  first  duty  to 
prevent  all  disturbance  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  all  of  these  officers  to  secure  a 
gentlemanly  deportment  from  all  students  everywhere  about  the  grounds, 
and  especially  toward  visitors. 

Sec.  6.  All  cases  of  wilful  disregard  of  rules  of  good  order  they  shall 
report  immediately  to  the  President  of  the  Students'  Government. 

Sec.  7.  All  the  Captains  and  the  President  of  the  Students'  Government 
shall  meet  each  week  for  consultation  with  the  President  of  the  College  as 
to  the  general  order. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  President  of  the  College  and  the  President  of  the  Stu- 
dents' Government  decide  that  any  misdemeanor  should  be  referred  imme- 
diately to  the  Faculty  without  trial  by  the  Students'  Government,  such 
case  shall  be  so  referred. 

Sec.  9.  Any  member  of  the  Legal  Board  shall  act  as  counsel  for  the 
prosecution  at  the  request  of  the  Captain,  who  reports  the  person  to  be 
tried,  or  for  the  defense,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  the  person  to  be  put  on 
trial,  if  he  be  not  the  one  already  chosen  for  the  prosecution. 

Article  V.  PtULES  of  Trial. — Sec.  1.  Jury.  Any  person  accused  shall 
be  tried  before  a  jury  to  consist  of  six  persons,  who  shall  be  drawn  as  fol- 
lows: The  names  of  all  the  students  of  the  College,  excepting  those  of  the 
officers  indicated  above,  shall  be  kept  by  the  President  of  the  Students' 
Government  in  a  box,  and  said  President  shall  draw  out,  in  the  presence  of 
the  accused,  of  the  two  counsels  in  the  case,  and  the  Secretary,  at  some 
previously  designated  time  and  place,  the  names  of  twelve  persons. 

In  case  the  name  of  the  person  to  be  tried,  or  that  of  any  student  absent 
from  the  College  is  drawn,  others  shall  be  drawn  until  the  requisite  num- 
ber is  secured. 

The  counsel  for  the  prosecution  and  the  counsel  for  the  defense  shall 
then  each  alternately  strike  a  name  from  this  list  until  the  number  is 
reduced  to  six,  who  shall  constitute  the  jury. 

The  Secretary  shall  at  once  notify  the  jurymen  of  their  appointment, 
and  of  the  place  and  time  when  the  trial  shall  be  held. 

Sec.  2.  Testimony.  Testimony  of  any  competent  witness  may  be  taken, 
and  the  accused  may  be  personally  examined.  Any  member  of  the  jury 
may  give  testimony  and  shall  not  thereby  be  debarred  from  voting  on  the 
case. 

Sec.  3.   Verdict.     Verdict  and  penalty  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
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vote  of  the  jury,  in  close  session,  the  President  of  the  Students'  Govern- 
ment having  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Article  VI.  Penalties.  Sec.  1.  The  penalties  shall  consist  of  a 
definite  number  of  marks  of  demerit  upon  the  records  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  College. 

Sec.  2.  An  accumulation  of  five  such  marks  shall  bring  a  private  warn- 
ing from  the  President  of  the  College;  ten  marks  shall  bring  a  second 
warning,  with  a  notification  of  the  fact  to  the  friends;  fifteen  mafks  shall 
be  attended  with  a  request  for  his  withdrawal  from  College. 

Article  VII.  Eecords. — The  records  of  all  trials  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Students'  Government  and  within  one  week  submitted  to 
the  Faculty  for  approval. 

Article  VIII.  Appeal  and  Pardon. — The  Faculty  shall  reserve  the 
right  to  hear  appeals  or  to  rectify  all  cases  when  necessary ;  also,  to  pardon 
and  expunge  demerit  marks  after  proof  of  subsequent  good  conduct. 

Article  IX.  Amendments. — Amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Organization  in  writing;  they  shall  lie  on  the  table  for 
two  weeks  and  shall  only  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  the  meeting. 


CLUB    BOARDING    ASSOCIATION 


CONSTITUTION.      ' 

Article  I.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Club  Boarding 
Association. 

Article  II.  Sec.  1.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of 
all  persons  holding  Boarding  Club  Certificates. 

Sec.  2.  Only  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  the  equalization  of  board. 

Sec.  3.  After  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  a  fee  of  one  dollar 
(SI. 00)  shall  be  charged  for  a  certificate  entitling  the  member  to  board  in 
the  thereupon  designated  Club.  These  certificates  are  not  transferable 
from  person  to  person  nor  from  club  to  club. 

Article  III.  Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  the  Students'  Organization;  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  College,  who  shall  act  as  the  general  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  all  moneys 
of  the  Association  as  deposited  by  the  Stewards,  and  pay  out  the  same  on 
demand  of  the  respective  Stewards. 

Article  IV.  No  Club  shall  receive  as  a  member  any  person  who  has 
failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  any  other  Club. 

Article  Y.  Sec.  1.  New  students  and  those  expecting  to  enter  College, 
shall  be  temporarily  assigned,  equally  to  all  the  Clubs,  by  the  President  of 
the  College. 

Sec.  2.  Students  temporarily  assigned  shall  be  governed  by  the  same 
rules  as  those  permanently  assigned. 

Article  VI.     Sec.  1.     The  Clubs  shall  be  designated  by  letters. 

Sec.  2.  Each  club  shall  elect  a  Steward  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one 
College  term. 

Sec.  3.  The  election  of  Steward  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  held  four 
weeks  preceding  the  end  of  the  term.  The  election  of  Steward  must  be 
approved  by  the  President  of  the  College. 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  the  Steward  shall  be  to  collect  all  moneys;  sell 
Club  certificates;  give  receipts  and  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Club  in  full; 
make  all  purchases;  approve  and  pay  all  bills;  engage  the  services  of 
a  competent  cook;  see  that  the  meals  are  properly  served;  estimate  and 
assess  the  price  of  board  per  term.  He  shall  not  allow  the  stock  of  the 
Club  to  deteriorate  in  value.     The  entire  management  of  the  Club  shall  be 
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in  his  hands,  and  he  shall  do  that  which  in  his  judgment  is  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  club  cannot  accommodate  all  who  hold  club  certificates 
for  that  club  the  Steward  shall  return  the  certificate  money  of  such  mem- 
bers as  are  forced  to  change. 

Sec.  6.  No  student  who  has  not  been  at  the  College  at  least  one  year 
shall  hold  the  office  of  Steward,  and  no  Senior  during  the  summer  term. 

Sec.  7.     For  his  services  the  Steward  shall  have  his  board  free. 

Sec.  8.  By  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  any  Club,  the 
Steward  may  be  impeached. 

Sec.  9.  Any  member  of  the  Boarding  Club  Association,  upon  purchas- 
ing a  certificate  to  a  new  club  must  surrender  the  old  certificate  to  the 
Steward  of  the  club  which  he  wishes  to  enter. 

Apticle  VII.  Sec.  1.  The  Association,  two  weeks  before  the  end  of 
each  term,  shall  elect  an  Auditing  Committee  consisting  of  three  members. 
Vacancies  may  be  filled  at  any  time  by  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Their  duty  shall  be  to  examine  the  books  of  the  Stewards,  not 
less  than  once  each  week.  They  shall  accept  no  accounts  unless  accompa- 
nied by  proper  bills.  They  shall,  the  first  of  each  month  and  two  weeks 
before  the  close  of  each  term,  make  a  written  report  to  the  Association. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  twelve  and  one-half  (12|) 
cents  per  hour  for  time  actually  employed.  This  amount  to  be  assessed 
equally  among  the  several  Clubs. 

Article  VIII.  Sec.  1.  Each  member  of  the  Association  shall  be 
required  to  deposit  twenty  dollars  ($20)  at  the  beginning  of  each  term 
with  the  Steward  of  his  Club. 

Sec.  2.  The  Steward  of  any  Club  is  forbidden  to  allow  members  to 
remain  in  his  Club,  unless  they  keep  deposited  with  him  the  price  of  one 
week's  board  in  advance;  and  new  members  of  the  Students'  Organization, 
unless  they,  within  five  ( 5 )  days  after  entering  the  Club,  procure  Boarding 
Club  Certificates  for  the  specified  Club. 

Sec.  3.  Section  2  of  this  article  may  be  suspended  in  individual  cases, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  club  concerned. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Steward  on  allowing  a  member  of  the  Students'  Organiza- 
tion to  remain  in  his  Club  longer  than  six  consecutive  days  without  hold- 
ing a  Club  Certificate  for  the  specified  club,  and  not  being  able  to  give 
proper  reasons  for  so  doing,  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  certificate, 
and  as  a  penalty  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  price  of  the  certificate,  and  if 
the  Steward  refuses  to  pay  the  price  of  the  certificate,  or  if  this  occurs 
twice  without  proper  reasons,  he  shall  be  expelled  from  his  office  of  Stew- 
ard by  the  Students'  Organization. 

ARTICLE  IX.  Sec.  1.  All  clubs  shall  be  in  running  order  the  day  pre- 
ceding the  opening  of  each  term,  except  at  the  opening  of  the  spring  term, 
when  there  shall  be  at  least  three  clubs  in  running  order. 

Bec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  the  spring  term  of  1885,  Clubs  A,  B,  and  C 
shall  }»'  opened,  and  at  each  successive  spring  term  the  next  three  clubs  in 
order,  i.  e.,  D,  E,  F,  etc. 
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Sec.  3.  By  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  Section  2  of  this  Article 
may  be  so  changed  as  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  several  Stewards. 

Article  X.  Sec.  1.  During  the  spring  and  summer  vacations  there 
shall  be  at  least  one  club  running. 

Sec.  2.  The  Stewards  shall  decide  which  of  the  several  clubs  are  to  run 
during  this  time  and  shall  announce  it  to  the  Association  two  weeks  before 
the  close  of  the  term. 

Article  XL  Amendments  to  this  constitution  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Association  in  writing;  they  shall  lie  on  the  table  two  weeks  and  shall 
be  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association. 


BY-LAWS. 


Preamble.  For  the  more  perfect  organization  and  thorough  manage- 
ment of  the  several  Clubs,  the  following  by-laws  are  adopted: 

Article  I.  The  Clubs  recognize  their  Stewards  as  their  authorized 
agents  and  hold  themselves  responsible  for  all  debts  contracted  for  the 
Clubs. 

Article  II.  Sec.  1.  All  persons  not  members  of  the  Association  shall 
be  charged  twenty-five  cents  for  a  single  meal  or  fifty  cents  per  day  of  three 
meals,  unless  other  arrangements  are  made  with  the  Steward,  or  unless 
they  are  the  guests  of  a  member  of  the  Club,  in  which  instance  said  mem- 
ber shall  pay  for  their  board  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  cents  a  meal  or  forty 
cents  per  day  of  three  meals. 

Sec.  2.  Any  members  who  are  regularly  absent  two  or  more  days  per 
week,  and  notify  the  Steward  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  shall  have  those 
days  deducted. 

Sec.  3.  Irregular  absences  of  more  than  four  consecutive  days  shall  be 
deducted  when  the  Steward  is  previously  notified  of  the  departure  of  the 
member. 

Sec.  4.  The  Steward  shall  be  allowed  to  use  his  judgment  in  making- 
arrangements  for  regular  extras. 

Article  III.  Amendments  can  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  to  the 
constitution. 

Article  IV.  Any  Club  may  specify  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  the 
-desired  cost  of  board. 


LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  COLLEGE, 


CONSTITUTIONAL   PROVISIONS. 

The  State  Agricultural  College  of  Michigan  was  established 
in  obedience  to  a  requisition  of  the  Revised  Constitution  of  the 
State,  adopted  August  15,  1850,  in  Article  13,  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  11.  The  Legislature  shall  encourage  the  promotion  of 
intellectual,  scientific,  and  agricultural  improvement;  and  shall, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  provide  for  the  establishment  of  an  agri- 
cultural school.  The  Legislature  may  appropriate  the  twenty- 
two  sections  of  Salt  Spring  Lands  now  unappropriated,  or  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  same,  where  such  lands  have 
been  already  sold,  and  any  land  which  may  hereafter  be  granted 
or  appropriated  for  such  purpose,  for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  such  school,  and  may  make  the  same  a  branch  of  the 
University  for  instruction  in  agriculture  and  the  natural  sci- 
ences connected  therewith,  and  place  the  same  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Regents  of  the  University." 

ACT   OF   ORGANIZATION. 

The  act  of  organization  of  the  State  Agricultural  College 
was  approved  February  12,  1855,  and  provided: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  president  and  executive  committee  of  the 
State  Agricultural  Society  be  authorized  to  select  and  purchase, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  a  loca- 
tion and  site  for  a  State  Agricultural  School  to  embrace  not  less 
than  500  nor  more  than  1,000  acres  in  one  body,  to  be  within 
10  miles  of  Lansing,  to  cost  not  more  than  $15  per  acre,  and  of 
which  the  title  should  be  vested  in  the  State  of  Michigan. 

*  Sec.  2.  That  twenty-two  sections  of  Salt  Spring  Lands  be 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

Secs.  3  and  4.  That  the  School  be  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  State  Board  of  Education ;  that  its  name  and 
style  be  the  Agricultural  College  of  the  State  of  Michigan  and 
that  its  chief  purpose  and  design  be  to  improve  and  teach  the 
science  and  practice  of  agriculture. 

Sec.  5.  What  should  be  the  course  of  instruction  and  that 
tuition  should  be  free  to  pupils  from  this  State. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  terms  should  be  from  the  first  Wednesday 
in  April  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  October  and  from  the  first 
Wednesday  in  December  to  the  last  Wednesday  in  February. 

*  The  minimum  price  for  these  lands,  $56,320,  was  paid  over  at  once  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education  for  the  College. 
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Sec.  7.  That  during  the  long  term  labor  should  be  compul- 
sory to  all  students. 

Secs.  8,  9,  10,  11,  12  and  13.  Details  of  government,  etc. 


ACT    OF   KEORGANIZATION. 


An  act  of  reorganization  was  approved  March  15,  1861,  by 
which  a  State  Board  of  Agriculture  was  created  and  the  care 
of  the  College  placed  in  their  hands.  As  amended,  the  law  now 
stands  as  follows,  references  being  to  Howell's  Annotated  Stat- 
utes 1882,  and  to  the  laws  of  later  years.

145.  Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact, 
That  a  board  is  hereby  constituted  and  established  which  shall 
be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  State  board  of 
agriculture."  It  shall  consist  of  six  members  besides  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  State  and  the  president  of  the  State  agricultural 
college,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  board ;  the  gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  on  or  before  the 
third  Wednesday  of  January  of  each  biennial  session,  shall 
appoint  two  suitable  persons  to  fill  the  vacancies  that  shall  next 
occur,  which  vacancies  shall  be  so  rilled  that  at  least  one-half 
the  members  shall  be  practical  agriculturalists. 

§  4978.  (3533.)  Sec.  2.  The  State  board  of  agriculture  shall 
be  a  body  corporate,  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
taking,  holding  and  selling  personal  and  real  estate,  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  of  having  and  using  a  corporate 
seal,  and  of  causing  to  be  done  all  things  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§4979.  (3534.)  Sec.  3.  Any  vacancy  in  the  said  board,  caused 
by  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State,  may  be  filled 
by  a  majority  of  the  members.  A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  receive  no  per  diem  compensation  for  their  services,  but 
shall  be  paid  their  traveling  and  other  expenses  while  employed 
on  the  business  of  the  board. 

§  4980.  (3535. )  Am.  1873,  p.  194,  April  24,  July  31,  Act  145. 
Sec.  4.  They  shall  meet  quarterly  at  stated  times  at  the  State 
agricultural  college,  and  may  meet  at  such  other  times  and 
places  as  they  may  determine.

§4981.  (3536. )  Sec.  5.  At  their  first  meeting  the  members  president, 
shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as  president  of  their  own 
board. 

£  4982.  (3537. )  Sec.  6.  At  their  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  after  secretary  and 
as  a  competent  and  suitable  person  can  be  obtained,  they  shall  Treasurer- 
choose  a  secretary  of  the  board.     If  chosen  from  their  own 
number,  a  vacancy  shall  be  thus  created  in  the  board.    A  treas- 
urer shall  also  be  chosen,  at  their  first  meeting,  who  may  or  may 
not  be  from  the  members  of  their  board,  as  they  shall  deter- 
mine.

ACTS  OF  CONGKESS, 

AND  STATE  LAWS  SUPPLEMENTAL  THERETO. 
FIRST  MORRILL  ENDOWMENT  ACT  OF  JULY  2,  1862. 

AN  ACT   donating   public   lands   to  the   several   States    and 

Territories  which   may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 

agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  Lands  granted 
there  be  granted  to  the  several  States,  for  the  purposes  herein- 
after mentioned,  an  amount  of  public  land,  to  be  apportioned 
to  each  State,  a  quantity  equal  to  30,000  acres  for  each  Senator 
and  Eepresentative  in  Congress  to  which  the  States  are 
respectively  entitled  by  the  apportionment  under  the  census  of 
1860:  Provided,  That  no  mineral  lands  shall  be  selected  or  ^™yands 
purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  aforesaid,  Location  of 
after  being  surveyed,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  lands" 
in  sections  or  subdivisions  of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter 
of  a  section;  and  wherever  there  are  public  lands  in  a  State, 
subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  acre,  the  quantity  to  which  said  State  shall  be  entitled 
shall  be  selected  from  such  lands,  within  the  limits  of  such 
State;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  directed  to 
issue  to  each  of  the  States,  in  which  there  is  not  the  quantity 
of  public  lands  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry,  at  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  to  which  said  State  may  be 
entitled  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  land  scrip  to  the 
amount  in  acres  for  the  deficiency  of  its  distributive  share ;  said 
scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  States,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied 
to  the  uses  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  for  no  other 
use  or  purpose  whatsoever:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any 
State  to  which  land  scrip  may  thus  be  issued,  be  allowed  to 
locate  the  same  within  the  limits  of  any  other  State,  or  of  any 
territory  of  the  United  States;  but  their  assignees  may  thus 
locate  said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  of 
the  United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry,  atone  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents,  or  less,  an  acre:  And  provided  further,  That 
not  more  than  one  million  acres  shall  be  located  by  such 
assignees  in  any  one  of  the  States:  And  provided  further,  That 
no  such  location  shall  be  made  before  one  year  from  the  pass- 
age of  this  act. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  expenses  of 
management,  superintendence  and  taxes  from  date  of  selection 
of  said  lands,  previous  to  their  sales,  and  all  expenses  incurred  in 
the  management  and  disbursement  of  moneys  which  may  be 
received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  States  to  which  they 
may  belong,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  said  States,  so  that  the 
entire  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied,  with- 
out any  diminution  whatever,  to  the  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned.

where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other 
scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to 
teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislatures  of 
the  States  may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the 
liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  grant  of  land 
and  land  scrip  hereby  authorized  shall  be  made  on  the  follow- 
ing conditions,  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the  provisions  hereinbefore 
contained,  the  previous  assent  of  the  several  States  shall  be 
signified  by  legislative  acts: 

First,  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by  the 
foregoing  section,  or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,

mail  free,  by  each,  to  all  the  other  colleges  which  may  be 
endowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  also  one  copy  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;

Sixth,  No  State,  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion  or  insur-  2|J|"i0U8 
rection  against  the  government  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act; 

Seventh,  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act,  J^81^™ 
unless  it  shall  express  its  acceptance  thereof  by  its  Legislature 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  Presi- 
dent* 

Sec.  6.     And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  land  scrip  issued  Time  limit- 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  be  subject  to  location 
until  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1863. 

Sec.  7.     And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  land  officers  shall  Fees  of  locating 
receive  the  same  fees  for  locating  land  scrip  issued  under  the  agent' 
provisions  of  this  act  as  is  now  allowed  for  the   location  of 
military  bounty  land  warrants  under  existing  laws;  Provided, 
That  maximum  compensation  shall  not  be  thereby  increased.

the  decree  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  the

Section  1225  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
amended  January  13,  1891.  The  President  may,  upon  the 
application  of  any  established  military  institute,  seminary  or 
academy,  college  or  university,  within  the  United  States  having 
capacity  to  educate  at  the  same  time  not  less  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty  male  students,  detail  an  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy 
to  act  as  superintendent  or  professor  thereof;  but  the  number 
of  officers  so  detailed  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five  from  the 
Army  and  ten  from  the  Navy,  being  a  maximum  of  eighty -five, 
at  any  time,  and  they  shall  be  apportioned  throughout  the 
United  States,  first,  to  those  State  institutions  applying  for 
such  detail  that  are  required  to  provide  instruction  in  military 
tactics  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  July  2, 
1862,  donating  lands  for  the  establishment  of  colleges  where 
the  leading  object  shall  be  the  practical  instruction  of  the 
industrial  classes  in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  includ- 
ing military  tactics;  and  after  that,  said  details  to  be  distributed 
as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  according  to  population. 

The  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  to  issue,  at  his  discre- 
tion and  under  proper  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  him,  out 
of  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  belonging  to  the  government, 
and  which  can  be  spared  for  that  purpose,  such  number  of  the 
same  as  may  appear  to  be  required  for  military  instruction  and 
practice  by  the  students  of  any  college  or  university  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  Secretary  shall  require  a  bond 
in  each  case,  in  double  the  value  of  the  property,  for  the  care

given:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  detail  of  officers  of  the  engineer 
corps  of  the  navy  as  professors  in  scientific  schools  or  colleges 
as  now  provided  by  act  of  Congress  appproved  February  26, 
1879,  entitled  "An  act  to  promote  a  knowledge  of  steam 
engineering  and  iron  ship  building  among  the  students  of 
scientific  schools  or  colleges  in  the  United  States,"  and  the

STATE    INSPECTION    OF    COMMERCIAL    FERTILIZERS. 

Pub.  Acts,  1885,    No.  26,  p.  20.     Section  1.     The  People 
of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  any  person  or  persons  afcertampriS^ 
who  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  in  this  State  any  commercial 
fertilizer,  the  retail  price  of  which  exceeds  ten  dollars  per  ton, 
shall  affix  on  the  outside  of  every  package  containing  such  package,  now 
fertilizer  a  plainly  printed  certificate,  stating  the  number  of  net labele(t- 
pounds  therein;    the  name  or  trade  mark  under  which  such 
article   is   sold;  the  name   of  the  manufacturer;  the  place  of 
manufacture,  and  a  chemical  analysis,  stating  the  percentage  of 
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nitrogen  in  an  available  form;  of  potash  soluble  in  water,  and 
of  phosphoric  acid  in  an  available  form  (soluble  or  reverted) 
and  the  insoluble  phosphoric  acid. 

Sec.  2  Before  any  commercial  fertilizer  is  sold  or  offered 
for  sale,  the  manufacturer,  importer  or  party  who  causes  it  to 
be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  within  this  State,  shall  file  with  the 
secretary  of  the  State  board  of  agriculture  a  certified  copy  of 
the  analysis  and  certificate  referred  to  in  section  one,  and  shall 
also  deposit  with  said  secretary  a  sealed  glass  jar  containing 
not  less  than  two  pounds  of  such  fertilizer,  with  an  affidavit 
that  it  is  a  fair  sample  of  the  article  thus  to  be  sold  or  offered 
for  sale. 

Sec.  3.  The  manufacturer,  importer  or  agent  of  any  com- 
mercial fertilizer,  the  retail  price  of  which  exceeds  ten  dollars 
per  ton  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay  annually  to  the  secretary  of  the 
State  board  of  agriculture,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
a  license  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  brand  of 
fertilizer  he  offers  for  sale  in  this  State :  Provided,  That  when- 
ever the  manufacturer  or  importer  shall  have  paid  this  license 
fee  his  agents  shall  not  be  required  to  do  so. 

Sec.  4.  All  such  analyses  of  commercial  fertilizers  required 
by  this  act  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  State  board 
of  agriculture  and  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  arising  from  the 
license  fees  provided  for  in  section  three.  At  least  one  analysis 
of  each  fertilizer  shall  be  made  annually. 

Sec.  5.  The  secretary  of  the  State  board  of  agriculture  shall 
publish  in  his  annual  report  a  correct  statement  of  all  analyses 
made  and  certificates  filed  in  his  office,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  all  moneys  received  for  license  fees,  and  expended  for 
analysis.  Any  surplus  from  license  fees  remaining  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
experimental  fund  of  said  board. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
any  commercial  fertilizer  in  this  State  without  first  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  one,  two,  and  three  of  this  act, 
or  who  shall  attach  or  caused  to  be  attached  to  any  such  pack- 
age of  fertilizer  an  analysis  stating  that  it  contains  a  larger 
percentage  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  constituents  or  ingredi- 
ents named  in  section  one  of  this  act  than  it  really  does  con- 
tain, shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  not  less  than  three 
hundred  dollars  for  every  subsequent  offense,  and  the  offender 
shall  also  be  liable  for  all  damages  sustained  by  the  purchaser 
of  such  fertilizer  on  account  of  such  misrepresentation. 

8EC.  7.  The  State  board  of  agriculture  by  any  duly  author- 
ized agent  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  from  any  package  of 
commercial  fertilizer  exposed  for  sale  in  this  State,  a  quantity, 
not  exceeding  two  pounds,  for  a  sample,  such  sample  to  be  used 
for  the  purposes  of  an  official  analysis  and  for  comparison  with 
the  certificate  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the  State  board  of 
agriculture  and  with  the  certificate  affixed  to  the  package  on 
sale. 
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Sec.  8.  All  suits  for  the  recovery  of  fines  under  the  provis-  suits 
ions  of  this  act  shall  be  brought  under  the  direction  of  the  brou»ht- 
State  board  of  agriculture.

that  they  may  deem  of   sufficient  importance  to  require  it  to 
come  to  the  immediate  knowledge  of  the  farmers  and  horticul- 
turists of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  professors  of  chemistry,  zoology,  botany,  who  to  prepare 
agriculture,  horticulture,  and  veterinary  science,  shall  each,  at  conS,  Ztt t0 
least  twice  in  each  year,  not  excluding  the  president  and  other 
professors,  prepare  for  publication  an  article  embracing  such 
facts  as  they  may  deem  of  public  importance,  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  simultaneously  sent  to  each  and  every  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  State,  and  to  such  persons  as  the  State  board  of 
agriculture  may  think  proper;  said  professors  to  so  arrange 
that  at  least  one  of  said  articles  shall  be  sent  out,  as  above  pro- 
vided, the  first  week  of  each  and  every  month,  in  each  and 
every  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  State  auditors  shall,  upon  the  approval  Auditing  of 
of  the  State  board  of  agriculture,  audit  the  accounts  for  print-  prinSng,  etc. 
ing,  stationery,  and  postage  incurred  in  the  publishing  and  dis- 
seminating of  said  bulletins  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  general  fund:  Provided,  That  no  account  for  printing  the  proviso. 
same  in  any  newspaper  shall  be  allowed.

LAW    PROVIDING    FOR    A    STATE    FORESTRY    COMMISSION. 
Public  Acts  of  Michigan,  1887— Act  No.  259. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  an  Independent  Forestry  Commission 
of  the  State  of  Michigan  and  to  define  its  duties  and  powers 
and  to  provide  for  the  expense  thereof. 

Section  1.   The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  Forestry  commis- 
the  members  of  the  State  board  of  agriculture  are  hereby  con-  sion- 
stituted  a  commission  to  be  known  as  an  independent  forestry 
commission. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  forestry   commission  to  objects  of  m- 
institute  an  inquiry  into  the  extent  to  which  the  forests  of  Mich-  quin' 
igan  are  being  destroyed  by  fires,  used  by  wasteful  cutting  for 
consumption  or  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  lands  for  tillage  or 
pasturage.    Also  as  to  the  effect  of  the  diminution  of  the  wooded 
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surface  of  the  land  upon  ponds,  rivers  and  water  power  of  the 
State,  and  in  disturbing  and  deteriorating  the  natural  conditions 
of  the  climate.  Also  as  to  the  protection  of  denuded  regions, 
stump  and  swamp  lands. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commission  shall  make  report  of  the  results  of 
their  inquiries  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  together  with  such 
legislation  as  seems  to  them  expedient  to  propose  to  preserve 
and  restore  the  forest  wealth  of  the  State,  sixty  days  before  the 
assembling  of  the  legislature  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  and  the  State  printer,  under  the  direction  of  said 
commission,  shall  cause  to  be  printed  as  many  copies  of  said 
report  for  distribution  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  4.  (Eepealed  July  3,  1889).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
supervisor  of  each  township,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  to  make  a  careful 
estimate  of  the  area  and  condition  as  to  the  stage  of  growth, 
density  and  character  of  forest  land  in  their  several  towns.  Also 
the  area  and  waste  of  barren  land  on  whichrvaluable  forest  trees 
might  be  grown,  and  report  the  same  to  the  forestry  commis- 
sion. A  consolidated  summary  of  these  returns  by  counties,  and 
of  the  information  as  to  the  same  matter  otherwise  gathered  by 
said  commission,  shall  be  included  in  the  annual  report. 

Sec.  5.  (Repealed  July  3,  1889).  The  supervisor  of  every 
township  as  aforesaid  and  in  which  a  forest  fire  of  more  than 
one  acre  in  extent  has  occurred  within  a  year,  shall  report  to 
the  forestry  commission  the  extent  of  the  area  burned  over,  to 
the  best  of  his  information,  together  with  the  probable  amount 
of  property  destroyed,  specifying  the  value  of  timber,  as  near 
as  may  be,  and  amount  of  cord  wood,  logs,  bark  or  other  forest 
product;  also  fencing,  bridges  and  buildings  that  have  been 
burned.  They  shall  also  make  inquiries  and  report  as  to  the 
cause  of  these  fires,  if  they  can  be  ascertained,  and  as  to  the 
measures  employed  and  found  most  effective  in  checking  their 
progress.  A  summary  of  these  returns  by  counties,  and  of  the 
information  otherwise  gathered  by  said  commission,  shall  be 
included  in  their  annual  report.  Blanks  for  the  reports  required 
in  this  act  shall  be  furnished  by  the  forestry  commission  to 
the  several  townships  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  commission  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion, but  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  col- 
lecting the  information  required  by  this  act  to  be  ascertained 
by  said  commission,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  State  treasurer,  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  auditor  general,  out  of  any  funds  not  other- 
wise appropriated.

Forty-ninth  Congress,  Session  2,  Chapter  314,  March  -.  1887. 

A  X  ACT  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  eon- 
aection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several  States 
under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  of  the  acts  supplementary 
thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  in  order  to  aid  in  acquiring  and  diffusing 
among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful  and  practical 
information  on  subjects  connected  with  agriculture,  and  to  pro- 
mote scientific  investigation  and  experiment  respecting  the 
principles  and  applications  of  agricultural  science,  there  shall  e^tmlnt6114  * 
be  established,  under  direction  of  the  college  or  colleges,  or  stations. 
agricultural  department  of  colleges,  in  each  State  or  Territory 
established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -two,  entitled  "An  act  donating 
public  lands  to  the  several  states  and  territories  which  may 
provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,"  or  any  of  the  supplements  to  said  act,  a  department  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  an  "agricultural  experiment  station:" 
Provided,  That  in  any  State  or  Territory  in  which  two  such 
colleges  have  been  or  may  be  so  established,  the  appropriation 
hereinafter  made  to  such  State  or  Territory  shall  be  equally 
divided  between  such  colleges,  unless  the  legislature  of  such 
state  or  territory  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  object  and  duty  of  said  experi-  objects. 
ment  stations  to  conduct  original  researches  or  verify  the 
experiments  on  the  physiology  of  plants  and  animals;  the 
diseases  to  which  they  are  severally  subject,  with  the  remedies 
for  the  same;  the  chemical  composition  of  useful  plants  at  their 
different  stages  of  growth;  the  comparative  advantages  of 
rotative  cropping  as  pursued  under  a  varying  series  of  crops; 
the  capacity  of  new  plants  or  trees  for  acclimation;  the  analysis 
of  soils  and  water;  the  chemical  composition  of  manures, 
natural  or  artificial,  with  experiments  designed  to  test  their 
comparative  effects  on  crops  of  different  kinds;  the  adaptation 
and  value  of  grasses  and  forage  plants;  the  composition  and 
digestibility  of  the  different  kinds  of  food  for  domestic  animals; 
the  scientific  and  economic  questions  involved  in  the  produc- 
tion of  butter  and  cheese;  and  such  other  researches  or 
experiments  bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  industry  of 
the  United  States  as  may  in  each  case  be  deemed  advisable, 
having  due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the 
respective  states  or  territories. 

Sec.  3.     That    in   order    to    secure,   as   far   as   practicable,  Methods, 
uniformity  of  methods  and  results  in  the  work  of  said  stations 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United  States  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture to  furnish  forms,    as  far  as  practicable,  for   the  tabula- 
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tion  of  results  of  investigation  or  experiments;  to  indicate,  from 
time  to  time,  such  lines  of  inquiry  as  to  him  shall  seem  most 
important;  and  in  general,  to  furnish  such  advice  ard  assist- 
ance as  will  best  promote  the  purposes  of  this  act.

On  the 
exterior  of  every  envelope,  wrapper  or  package,  must  be  written 
or  printed  the  name  of  the  station  and  place  of  its  location,  the 
designation  of  the  inclosed  bulletin  or  report,  and  the  word 
"Free'*  over  the  signature  or  fac  simile  thereof  of  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  station,  to  be  affixed  by  himself,  or  by  some  one 
duly  deputed  by  him  for  that  purpose.  There  may  also  be 
written  or  printed  upon  the  envelope  or  wrapper,  a  request  that 
the  postmaster  at  the  office  of  delivery  will  notify  the  mailing- 
station  of  the  change  of  address  of  the  addressee,  or  other  reason 
for  inability  to  deliver  the  same;  and  upon  a  bulk  package,  a 
request  to  the  postmaster  to  open  and  distribute  the  "franked" 
matter  therein,  in  accordance  with  the  address  thereon. 

Bulletins  published  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  and  analogous  to  the  station,  and  entitled  to  be 
mailed  free  under  the  penalty  envelope  of  that  department,  may 
also  be  adopted  and  mailed  by  the  several  stations,  with  their 
own  publications,  under  the  same  regulations;  and  any  bulle- 
tins or  reports  mailable  free  by  any  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  under  these  regulations,  may  be  so  mailed  by  any  other 
station  having  free  mailing  authority. 

If  such  station's  annual  reports  be  printed  by  State  authority, 
and  consist  in  part  of  matter  relating  to  the  Land  Grant  College 
to  which  such  station  is  attached,  then  said  report  may  be 
mailed  free  entire,  by  the  director  of  the  Station:  Provided,  In 
his  judgment,  the  whole  consists  of  useful  information  of  an 
agricultural  character. 

4.  The  bulletins  may  be  mailed  to  the  stations,  newspapers, 
or  persons  to  whcm  they  are  by  the  foregoing  act  authorized  to 
be  sent,  and  the  annual  reports  to  any  address  within  the  United 
States.

The  Peo- 
ple of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  no  trustee,  inspector, 
regent,  superintendent,  agent,  officer,  or  member  of  any  board 
having  control  or  charge  of  any  educational,  charitable,  penal, 
pauper,  or  reformatory  public  institutions  of  this  State,  or  of 
any  county  thereof,  shall  be  personally  directly,  or  indirectly 
interested  in  any  contract,  purchase,  or  sale  made  for,  or  on 
account,  or  in  behalf  of . any  such  institution,  and  all  such  con- 
tracts, purchases,  or  sales  shall  be  held  null  and  void;  nor  shall 
any  such  officer  corruptly  accept  any  bribe  from  any  persons 
interested  in  such  contract;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  Governor  or  other  appointing  power,  upon  proof  satisfactory 
of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  to  immediately 
remove  the  officer  or  employ  6  offending  as  aforesaid;  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
offender  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars.

productions  of  the  same,  with  the  cost  of  live  stock  raised  or  fattened  for  the  use  of  the 
institution,  and  the  quantity  and  value  thereof ;  and  where  manufacturing  operations  are 
carried  on  the  cost  and  result  of  each  separate  branch  of  manufacture,  and  the  quality 
and  value  of  all  manufactured  articles  sold  or  used  in  the  institution,  so  as  to  clearly 
exhibt  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  each  department  of  business  carried  on  in  the 
institution,  and  the  cost  of  educating  and  maintaining  each  student  or  inmate  therein. 
That  the  accounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements  in  all  State  institutions  shall  be  rendered 
monthly  to  the  Auditor  General  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  him.  and  shall  conform  as  Auditing. 
near  as  may  be  practicable  to  a  uniform  system.  To  accomplish  this  result  the  Auditor 
General,  by  himself,  his  deputy  or  general  accountant,  may  visit  any  institution  at  any 
time,  examine  the  books,  papers  and  accounts  of  any  institution,  prescribe  such  methods 
of  bookkeeping  as  he  shall  deem  proper  for  said  institutions,  and  make  such  a  classifica- 
tion of  receipts  and  expenditures  as  shall  be  the  same  for  similar  institutions:  Provided 
further.

culture four  thousand  copies,  to  be  distributed  by  the  secretary 
of  said  State  board  of  agriculture  as  the  board  shall  direct,  and 
the  remaining  four  thousand  copies  to  be  distributed  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  September,  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  agri- 
cultural society,  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  grange  and  to  the 
secretaries  of  the  various  district  and  county  societies,  as 
equally  as  may  be  according  to  the  population  of  said  counties, 
to  be  by  said  secretaries  distributed  among  the  various  viewing 
committees  of  county  and  district  fairs,  giving  one  volume  of 
said  report  to  each  of  said  committees  as  shall  be  present  and 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  on  the  day  of  the  county  and 
district  fairs;  and  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  shall  be  pub- 
lished a  number  of  copies  of  said  report  equal  to  the  number 
of  reports  bound  as  joint  documents,  which  shall  be  disposed 
of  in  the  same  manner  as  the  joint  documents;  also  a  sufficient 
number  of  copies  to  supply  crop  correspondents  with  one  copy 
each,  which  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

§  412.     1881,  p.  247,  June  2,  Sept  10,  Act  206.     Section  1.  »jte  inMttu- 
The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  all  educa- 
tional, charitable,  reformatory,  and  penal  institutions,  supported 
wholly  or  in  part  by  the  State,  shall  be  known  as  State  insti- 
tutions. 

§  413.     Sec.  2.     The  board  of  each  State  institution  shall,  by  Report  to 
the  first  day  of  November  preceding  the  regular  sessions  of  the  gove,,1("- 
Legislature,  make  out  and  present  to  the  Governor  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  operations  of  the  institutions  for  the  two  fiscal 
years  closing  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  the  preceding  September, 
which  shall  include  the  report  of  the  superintendent,   warden, 
or  other  proper  chief  officer,  for  the  same  period,  and  a  report 
of  the  treasurer  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  made  during 
the  same  period,  which  report  shall  be   furnished  the   State 
printer  for  publication  by  the  first  day  of  November  of  the  year 
when  made.     That  such  reports  shall  show  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing the  same,  in  detail,  the  number  and  names  of  the  various 
professors,    superintendents,     officials,    and   all   other  regular 
employes,  and  the  wages  or  salary  paid  to  each,  and  what,  if  any, 
other  emoluments  are  allowed,  and  to  whom.      The  boards  of  Report  to  sup- 
each    State    institution,    which   is    essentially   educational   in  public'  mstruc- 
character,  shall  also  annually,  before  the  first  day  of  Novem-  tiun- 
ber,  make  out  and   present   to   the   superintendent   of   public 
instruction  a  manuscript  report  showing: 

First,  The  condition    of   the    educational    interests    of    the 
institution; 

Second,  The  number  and  names  of  the   various  professors, 
tutors,  and  instructors:  * 

Third,  The  number  of  students  or  pupils  in  the  several  depart- 
ments, and  in  the  different  classes; 

Fourth,  The   courses  of  study  pursued,  and   the   books  of 
instruction  used ; 
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Fifth,  Such  other  information  and  suggestions  as  said  board 
may  deem  important,  or  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
may  request,  to  embody  in  his  annual  report. 

§  414.  Sec.  3.  *  That  the  board  of  each  State  institution  shall 
cause  a  full  and  accurate  inventory,  in  duplicate,  to  be  taken 
at  the  close  of  its  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  regular  biennial 
session  of  the  Legislature,  by  the  officer  in  charge,  which  shall 
specify  the  number  of  acres  of  land  and  the  value  thereof,  the 
number,  kind  and  value  of  buildings,  the  various  kinds  of  per- 
sonal property  and  the  value  thereof,  which  inventory  shall  be 
signed  by  the  officer  making  the  same,  and  certified  as  cor- 
rect by  the  board  for  which  it  is  made,  one  copy  of  which  shall 
be  made  in  a  proper  record  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in 
the  institution,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  by  the  first  day  of  November  of  the  year  when 
made.  Any  board  of  any  State  institution  may  in  its  discretion 
cause  such  property  to  be  appraised  on  oath,  by  two  disinter- 
ested and  competent  appraisers,  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  board,  and  a  summary  of  each  inventory  made  shall 
be  published  in  the  biennial  report. 

§  415.  Sec.  4.  *  Every  educational,  charitable,  penal  and 
reformatory  institution,  shall,  in  proper  books  for  that  purpose, 
keep  a  regular  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed, 
and  the  receipts  from  and  expenditures  for  and  on  account  of 
each  department  of  business,  or  for  the  construction  of  build- 
ings, or  the  improvement  of  the  premises;  and  in  those  institu- 
tions where  farming  and  gardening  operations  are  carried  on, 
the  accounts  shall  be  so  kept  as  to  show,  as  near  as  practicable, 
the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  farm  or  garden  and  the  quantity 
and  value  of  the  productions  of  the  same,  with  the  cost  of  live 
stock  raised  or  fattened  for  the  use  of  the  institution,  and  the 
quantity  and  value  thereof,  and  where  manufacturing  opera- 
tions are  carried  on,  the  cost  and  result  of  each  separate  branch 
of  manufacture,  and  the  quality  and  value  of  all  manufactured 
articles  sold  or  used  in  the  institution,  so  as  to  clearly  exhibit 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  each  department  of  business 
carried  on  in  the  institution,  and  the  cost  of  educating  and 
maintaining  each  student  or  inmate  therein.  That  the  accounts 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  in  all  State  institutions  shall 
conform  as  near  as  may  be  practicable  to  a  uniform  system, 
and  to  accomplish  this  result  the  Auditor  General  is  authorized 
to  prescribe  such  a  system  of  accounts  as  he  shall  deem  proper 
for  said  institutions,  which  shall  secure  as  near  as  may  be  such 
uniformity. 

§  416.  Sec.  5.  *  The  accounts  of  members  of  boards  of  State 
institutions  for  official  expenses  and  services,  or  either,  where 
allowed  by  law,  shall  first  be  certified  to  be  correct  by  the 
board  to  which  the  member  belongs,  and  then  shall  be  audited 
by  the  board  of  State  auditors  and  paid  from  the  general  fund. 

§  417.  Sec.  (>.  The  boards  of  State  institutions  shall,  in  their 
biennial   reports,  recommend  what  amounts  in  its  opinion   are

UNITED  STATES  LAWS. 
STANDARD   WEIGHTS   AND   MEASURES. 

Joint  resolution  No.  26,  March  3,  1881.     Resolved  by    the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Stales 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  standard 
Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  a  complete  set  measures^ 
of  all  the  weights  and   measures  adopted  as  standards   to   be  ^rtamcoii^es 
delivered  to  the  Governor  of  each  state  in  the  Onion,  for  the  use 
of  agricultural  colleges  in  the  States,  respectively,  which  have 
received  a  grant  of  lands  from  the  United  States,  and  also  one 
set  of  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution: 
Provided,  That  the  cost  of  each  set  shall  not  exceed  two  hun-  Limit  of  cost. 
dred  dollars,  and  a  sum  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  resolution  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

FREE   IMPORTATION   OF    SCIENTIFIC   APPARATUS,    ETC. 

Tariff  Act  of  October  1,  1890. 

51st  Congress,  1st  Session,  Ch.  1244,  Sec.  2.  On  and  after  Free  list. 
the  sixth  day  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  unless 
otherwise  specially  provided  for  in  this  act,  the  following  arti- 
cles when  imported  shall  be  exempt  from  duty : 

515.  Books,  maps,  lithographic  prints,  and  charts,  specially  Books,  etc. 
imported,  not  more  than  two  copies  in  any  one  invoice,  in  good 
faith  for  the  use  of  any  society  incorporated  or  established 
for  educational,  philosophical,  literary  or  religious  purposes,  or 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  tine  arts,  or  for  the  use  or  by  the 
order  of  any  college,  academy,  school,  or  seminary  of  learning 
in  the  United  States,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe. 

677.  Philosophical  and  scientific  apparatus,  instruments  Apparatus  and 
and  preparations;  statuary,  casts  of  marble,  bronze,  alabaster,  or  obiects  <)f  art- 
plaster  of  Paris;  paintings,  drawings,  and  etchings,  specially 
imported  in  good  faith  for  the  use  of  any  society  or  institution 
incorporated  or  established  for  religious,  philosophical,  educa- 
tional, scientific,  or  literary  puposes,  or  for  encouragement  of 
the  fine  arts,  and  not  intended  for  sale. 

692.  Regalia  and  gems,  statues,  statuary  and  specimens  of  statuary,  etc. 
sculpture  where  specially  imported  in  good  faith  for  the  use  of 
any  society  incorporated  or  established  solely  for  educational, 
philosophical,  literary,  or  religious  purposes,  or  for  the  encour- 
agement of  fine  arts,  or  for  the  use  or  by  the  order  of  any  col- 
lege, academy,  school,  seminary  of  learning,  or  public  library  in 
the  United  States;  but  the  term  "regalia"  as  herein  used  shall 
be  held  to  embrace  only  such  insignia  of  rank  or   office  or 
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emblems,  as  may  be  worn  upon  the  person  or  borne  in  the  hand 
during  public  exercises  of  the  society  or  institution,  and  shall 
not  include  articles  of  furniture  or  fixtures,  or  of  regular  wear- 
ing apparel,  nor  personal  property  of  individuals. 

712.  Specimens  of  natural  history,  botany  and  mineralogy, 
when  imported  for  cabinets  or  as  objects  of  science,  and  not 
for  sale. 

757.  Works  of  art,  the  production  of  American  artists 
residing  temporarily  abroad,  or  other  works  of  art,  including 
pictorial  paintings  on  glass,  imported  expressly  for  presentation 
to  a  r  ational  institution,  or  to  any  State  or  municipal  corpora- 
tion, or  incorporated  religious  society,  college,  or  other  public 
institution,  except  stained  or  painted  window  glass  or  stained 
or  painted  glass  windows;  but  such  exemption  shall  be  subject 
to  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  pre- 
scribe. 

759.  Works  of  art,  collections  in  illustration  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  arts,  sciences  or  manufactures,  photographs,  works 
in  terra-cotta,  parian,  pottery,  or  porcelain,  and  artistic  copies 
of  antiquities  in  metal  or  other  material  hereafter  imported  in 
good  faith  for  permanent  exhibition  at  a  fixed  place  by  any 
society  or  institution  established  for  the  encouragement  of  the 
arts  or  of  science,  and  all  like  articles  imported  in  good  faith 
by  any  society  or  association  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  pub- 
lic monument,  and  not  intended  for  sale,  nor  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  herein  expressed;  but  bonds  shall  be  given  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
prescribe  for  the  payment  of  lawful  duties  which  may  accrue 
should  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  be  sold,  transferred,  or  used 
contrary  to  this  provision,  and  such  articles  shall  be  subject,  at 
any  time,  to  examination  and  inspection  by  the  proper  officers 
of  the  customs:  Provided,  That  the  privileges  of  this  and  the 
preceding  section  shall  not  be  allowed  to  associations  or  corpo- 
rations engaged  in  or  connected  with  business  of  a  private  or 
commercial  character. 


ALCOHOL    FOB   SCIENTIFIC   USE. 


Section  8297  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  1878. 


Withdrawal 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  authorized  to  grant  permits 
U  >  any  incorporated  or  chartered  scientific  institution  or  college 
of  learning  to  withdraw  alcohol  in  specified  quantities  from 
bond  without  payment  of  the  internal  revenue  tax  on  the  same, 
or  on  the  spirits  from  which  the  alcohol  has  been  distilled,  for 
1  lie  sole  purpose  of  preserving  specimens  of  anatomy,  physi- 
ology or  natural  history  belonging  to  such  institution,  or  for 
use  in  its  chemical  laboratory:  Provided,  That  application  for 
permits  shall  be  made  by  the  president  or  curator  of  snch  insti- 
tution, who  shrill  file  a  bond  for  double  the  amount  of  the  tax 
on  the  alcohol  to  be  withdrawn,  with  two  good  and  sufficient 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  internal  reve- 
aueand  conditioned  that  the  whole  quantity  of  alcohol  so  withT 
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drawn  from  bond  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  al)ove  specified, 
and  for  no  other,  and  that  the  said  president  or  curator  shall 
comply  with  such  other  requirements  and  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe.  And  if  any  alcohol  so 
obtained  is  used  by  any  officer,  as  aforesaid,  of  such  institution 
for  any  purposes  other  than  that  above  specified,  then  the  said 
officer  or  sureties  shall  pay  the  tax  on  the  whole  amount  of  p,Mialty- 
alcohol  withdrawn  from  bond,  together  with  a  like  amount  as  a 
penalty  in  addition  thereto. 

Forty-fifth  Congress,  Session  2,  I  lhapter  88,  May  3, 1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  unincorporated 
of  the  United  State*  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  $J1t1h£Jwlw 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  aiconoi  tor 
grant  permits,  as  provided  for  in  section  3297  of  the  revised  sc,en 
statutes  of  the  United  States,  passed  at  the  1st  session  of  the 
43d  Congress,  to  any  scientific  university,  or  college  of  learn- 
ing created  and  constituted  such  by   any    State  or  Territory 
under  its  laws,  though  not  incorporated  or  chartered,  upon  the 
same  terms  and  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  and  penalties, 
already  provided  by  said  section  3297 :  Provided  further,  That 
the  bond  required  thereby  may  be  executed  by  any  officer  of  ^^ 
such  university  or  college,  or  by  any  other  person  for  it,  and 
on  its  behalf,  with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  upon   like 
conditions,  and  to  be  approved  as  by  said  section  is  provided. 
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
